Rings on Oyster Shells. 

A popular theory about rings op an 
oyster shell being an indication of its 
age fs not supported by the careful in- 
vestigation of Miss Ann I. Massy, who 
tested specimens from the oyster sta- 
tlon at Anifry, at the head of Galway 
bay. It has been supposed by many 
that each ring, or group, on the oysters 
deep valre stood for a year's growth. 
But Misd Massy says that this deduc- 
tion is not rélable. “After a patient 
scrutiny of orer 000 samples of tarious 
ages, from eighteen months to six 
years, she says: “An oyster of elght-” 
een months or two summers appeara 
to possess at least two rings, but may 
bave as many as fire. One of three 
sommers has at least two rings and 
may have six. A four-ycar-okl oysiet 
may have only three rings or may pos- 
sess seven or elght.”—London Mall

‘LONDON, July 5—Special—“Only 
German soldiers‘in open field forma-

Tho battalion was in 
support about 500 yards i in rear of the 
first line trenches and in such a posi- 
tion that we could not get any ade- 
quate protection from the constant 
rain of heavy shells which seemed to 
reach out every corner of our line. To 
keep a stout heart at such a time 
when you cannot see your enemy or 
get a chance to return any of the fire 
is no easy task, but for over 12 hours 
your brother not only made whatever 
dispositions were required from time 
to time with care and calm judgment, 
but by his cheerfulness and calmness 
sct such an example to us that none 
could be otherwise than truly inspired. 
He always had a cheery word to say 
to everyone as ho passed along the 
line and the answering smile was 
always forthcoming, indicating clearer 
than anything else could have dono 
the love and perfect confidenco each 
felt in his commanding officer.

BARRIE, July é—In the passing 
of Samuel Weasley Festerday morning, 
Bsrrie loses one if ita best-known citi- 
zens, and Simcoe foounty one of its 
oldeat publis¥ers. “Born in Barrie in 
851, he began his ‘apprenticeship in 
The Barrie Advance 2 
and was connected with that paper 
continuously until: about six years 
ago when he disposed of The Advance 
to Thompson Crew, with whose ‘fath- 
er he learned the trade. In 1874 he 
and the late Robt. King bought The 
Advance, and in 1850 Mr. Wesley be- 
came sole proprietor. Wm. Wesley. 
publisher of The Walkerton Herald, 
who died in February of this year. 
was his brother. 

Mr. Wesley was a prominent mem- 
ber of the Masonic craft, Past Master 
of Corinthian Lodge, Past Z of Signet 
Chapter, Past Preceptor of Mount 
Calvary Preceptory, Past Provincial 
Prior of the Sovereign Great Priory of 
Canada, and also belonged to * the 
Scottish Rite.

others, From vegetables, trees, 
fruits, and flowers we have Beao,- 
Broome, Clover, Birch, Ash, Haw- 
thorne, Hazel, Peach, Flower, Nettle, 
Vine, Plant, Budd, Branch, and Root, 
besides dozens-more.

In 
making this announcement a few 
months ago the Australian Finance 
Minister pointed to Canada as an 
object feson to Australie;-and said 
that be was of the opinion that the 
time had arrived when Australia 
should at least furnish the money to 
pay her own share of war expendi- 
ture, if not, indeed, to lend money 
to the Imperial Government. 

Much has been heard from Lib- 
erals and people whom they have 
misled jin regard to how much better 
‘Australia served the Empire in re- 
spect to the ‘delivery of munitions.

Besides 
wood pulp, something Iike a million 
and a half tons of rags, straw, and 
waste-paper are also used to supply 
our requirements in paper, 

It was the introduction of wood 


pulp in paper-mgking that so cheap-. 


ened the material as to make tho 
halfpenny newspaper possible. In- 
deed, it is said that the circulation of 


English newspuptra trebled between |. 


tho years 1875-1885, ‘owing to the 
cheapening of paper following tho-in- 
troductidn of wood pulp. -

beside the p oér necessary for. the 
weoklies, dailies, and magazines. The 
most novel aie--paper Saucepans, 
which have been used by. Japanese 
soldiers among others, and ladies’ 
imitation sllk stockings, these being 
hardly detectable {rom the real ar- 
ticle.

Every order is closely scrutinized.

However, it is pointed out that the 
idea that all nickel manufactured in 
the United States comes from Cana- 
dian ore is erroneous. Nickel is manu- 
factured as a by-product of other ores.

25 tons of nickel a month as a by-pro- 
duct from ores which do not come from 
Canada. It would be quite possible 
for the German submarine to secure a 
nickel cargo in.the United States from 
sources other than Canada.

The financing of a great war is 
‘wastefully, economically unprofit- 
- able, with a tendency to. price- 
~ inflation. But that it is permeated 
with unexpected, and we might add 
unsuspected, possibilities is evi- 
_denced in the mammoth business 
revealed by Britain’s most recent 
trade-returns. * 
To those skeptics who have pic- 
tured-Great Britain grovelling in 
“ bankruptcy at the conclusion of the 
present. conflict, authentic trade 
tabulations will come as a surprise. 
The term quoted’ at. the beginning 
of hostilities, ‘* Business as usual,’’ 
may .appropriately be amended to 
. More business than usual.’” 
. According to figures compiled“by 
the Board of Trade, Great Britain's 
imports in the month of May were 
$419,000,000, .an increase of. 
000,000 over-those for May 1915; 
in'the:same month her exports and 
‘re-¢xports. combined were - $302,- 
§00,000, an increase of $70,785,000 
over those for May 1915. Imports 
were larger than in any preceding 





month -in the history of British] 


trade, with the one exception of 
March, as would be expected, with 
the outlay ‘upon war increasing 
Steadily. But it is surprising to 
find that exports not only have been 
rising faster than imports,‘so that 
the adverse balance tends to dimin- 
ish, but that exports actually have 
;gtown to new proportions. Thus, 
exports in May 1916 were 39.87 
per cent. greater than in May 1915, 
and 11.8 per cent. larger than in 

+ May 1914, before the war.  Re- 
exports have increased in the same 
way. They were 7.39 per cent. 

greater last May than in May 1915, 

and 6 per ‘cent. greater than in 

May 1914. These figures do not 
Contain one very important com- 
modity;-namely, British credit, of 
which the exportation has enor- 
mously risen. 

Great Britain is the economic 
mainstay of the Allied cause. She 
holds the purse, and with it the 
power to command the world’s 
goods, ‘especially food. By reason 
of ber natural wealth in materials 
and her great industrial equipment 
‘she is able, besides, to produce for 
‘the uses of war a surplus of manu- 
factures aboye her own require- 
‘ments. Her exports and re-exports, 
‘therefore, include both goods pro- 

5 ‘duced out of her own resources and 
supplied directly to her Allies and 
other goods bought outside in the 

the world for their 

“‘account. France is.a very large 
‘customer for British coal and irom, 
her own resources of such ‘raw 
‘material: having been conquered by 
the enemy. “The other Allies, being 

‘industrially inferior to France, re- 


‘quire from Great Britain enormous 
quantities of manufactured things. 


» The aggregate of Great Britain’s 
trade with her Allies may be meas- 
ured by the entry of ‘‘advances”’ in 
the balance’ sheet of war expendi- 
tures. This item represents not 
money loaned to her Allies, ‘but 
-- almost, entirely. goods supplied to 
lees on credit. At the end of 
March last it ‘amounted to $1,840,- 
000,000, In the fiscal year it’ would

She is liquidating 
her credit in United States by sales 
of American securities and lending 


the proceeds to her Allies—to 
France, Russia, Italy and her own 
colonies. ~ The liquidation of her 
U.S. investments, plus her borrow- 
ing, is approximately offset by the 
debts her Allies are contracting 
with her for war supplies, 
And, at the same time, trade with 
non-belligerents i is resuming. That 
is very interesting. In May, British 


exports to China and South America]’ 


notably increased. The revival of 
orders from South America for 
fabrics was for British industry a 
particularly gratifying development. 
Having increased her exports of 
nearly everything but ships, at the 
same time checking in every pos- 
sible manner unnecessary imports, 
by prohibitions, duties, etc., the 
adverse trade balance is being 
steadily diminished. In the first 
five months of 1915 it was $803,- 
000,000; in the first five months of 
1916 it was $738,000,000. Rough- 
ly, at the present time Great Bri- 
tain’s excess imports over exports 
to her 
Allies, so that she is keeping even, 
or perhaps a little better. This is 
the extraordinary proof of her cap- 
acity for business.

Following the humiliating retreat 
of the Russian forces a year or more 
ago before the Austrian and Ger- 
man hordes, what must be the feel- 
ing, of those two enemy countries 
upon the return, equipped for inde- 
finite action, of the peerless bear 
from the land of snows. Is it any 
wonder: that the admiration of the 
world is now given unstintedly to 
the grandeur of the Russian ad- 
vance, as it has been given to the 
steady bravery of the French re- 
sistance and to the unavailing 
heroism of, the Belgian sacrifice 
and_the Sanine fortitude under im- 
molation. But it increases that ad- 
miration to reflect that a year ago 
Russia; did just what she is doing 
now; ‘only to fail at the moment 
when triumph was at hand ‘because 
of aninner enemy; that, weapon- 
less, she was driven back from her 
conquered lands to her own terri- 
ae tory.; that, “undiscouraged by a de- 
feat which was thought to have 
taken her out of the war, she went 
patiently to work to grow new 
armies'to replace her slaughtered 
thousands, to fill her empty arsen- 
E it ji als on a cologsal scale, and to begin 
ae again at the beginning in 1916. 
Bo) * Germany must surely have 
© thought her out of the war, and out 
for a long time to come. There is 
‘hea a significant bit of news in what 
Be. ‘The New York Times staff corres- 
pondent in Russia, Mr Montgomery 
Schuyler, wrote upon his return to 
America—that on the Russian front 
less than 35 per cent, of the German 
and Austrian shells explode. No 
: such phenomenon has been noted 
er: on the western front. There can be 
? only one explanation. The Germans 

had their best ammunition on the 
western front, their poorest on the 

eastern. Why? Because they did 

not expect any trouble on the east- 

ern front. It is evident that their 

munition supply is not as good as 
_ it was, and probable that’ they have 
been experimenting with new sub- 
stances. The experimental shells 
were sent to the place where the 
necessity of perfect ammunition was 
least apparent. 

They thought, then, that the 
great defeat of 1915 had relieved 
them of the peril “ofthe Russian 
advance, ‘and it is easy to under- 
stand the astonishment described 
bythe Berlin correspondent of the 
Associated Press over the recup- 
ecative power of the Russians and 
théir freely flowing reservoirs of 
both. men and munitions.’’ Brusi-

BACKED BY ENDLESS 

SUPPLIES. 


It is naturally to’ be presumed 
that the Allies did not inaugurate 
their present mighty offensive until 
they had in sight a continuous sup- 
ply of- munitions of all sorts equal 
to any probable demand. If that 
is the case it means that the most 
astounding industrial undertaking 
ever achieved has been accomplish- 
ed by them within the space of two 
years. When the war broke it 
found Germany with the fruits of 
forty years of careful, intelligent 
and persistent preparation ready to 
hand; and the Allies without either 
shells or the guns to fire them in 
any numbers comparable to the 
needs of even a favorable defence. 
For two years the British and Rus- 
sians at least have had to make up 
their deficiency in guns and shells 
by the expenditure of men. So far 
as we can judge this handicap has 
now been overcome, and so far 
from lacking the weapons for de- 
fence the Allied forces now have in 
every front the means for energetic 















and sustained attack. The Aus- 
trians have consistently borne testi- 
mony that the present Russian drive 
has been distinguished from the 
former raid by the intensity of their 
artillery fire. The British guns, we 
are told, are now throwing a million 
shells a day into the enemy trenches 
and batteries.- The French seem; 
ingly have fared better than their 
Allies from the first in the matter of 
munitions, and there is no sign of 
lack in their quarter. _ The Italians, 
too, are pressing matters vigorous- 
ly in a theatre where artillery fire is 
the first necessity. When the his-

_The economic importance of the 
forest resources of this continent will 
be greatly enhanced as a result of 
the war. Enormous quantities of tim- 
ber are necessarily used for military 
purposes, irf addition to what is un- 
avoidably sestroved - ioe Sighting 
zone. « 

The shortage of’ tonnage has made 
it\impracticable for the needed sup- 
plies of timber to be furnished on any 
large scale from Canada or the United 
States, and, as a result, heavy cutting 
has become necessary in the belliger- 
ent countries. While England is not 
generally regarded as a forest coun- 
try, and has made relatively little 
rrogress in public forestry, there is 
still’ in England and Scotland a con- 
siderable amount of timber, mostly 
on royal and private estates. ‘The im- 
perative necessity for utilizing this 
timber has resulted in the despatch 
of a batalion of Canadian woodsmen 
to-cut it for war purposes. Very 
large quantities have also been cut in 
France and in Russia. In Belgium, 
the Germans have cut a largely pro- 
portion of the timber and have used 
it in military operations or shipped 
it to Germany.

$25 per head of population. Nearly 
$8,000,000 in direct revenue is receiv- 
ed annually by the fedéral and pro- 
vincial governments from the sale or 
lease of cutting rights to publicly- 
owned timber lands and from royalty 
and stumpage payments made upon 
timber so cut. Some 5,000 wood-us- 
ing industries in Canada are directly 
dependent upon the supply of timber 
cut from non-agricn}tural lands. 

The importance, of preventing the 
continued destruction of this great 
resource can scarcely be over-empha- 
sized. 
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The necessity for proper treatment 
and disposal of sewage cannot be too 
strongly emphasized In Canada, Many 
municipalities have been very active 
along these lines but unfortunately a 
greater percentage have been extreme- 
ly negligent. The result of this, as 
shown [n a report on “Water-Works 
and Sewerage System ‘in Canada.” re- 
cently issued by the Commlssion of 
Conservation, is that more than sixty 
of our inland water systems are at 
present receiving raw sewage, 180 mu- 
nicipalities contributing to this very 
undesirable condition. The practice 
of treating sewage is being recognized 
as imperative throughout the civilized 
world and would possibly spread more 
rapidly throughout Canada were somo 
of its economic aspects better known. 
Recent experiments have becn made 
in this connection to determine the 
feasibility of a new. process to extract 
grease and fertilizer baso from sew- 
age.

A GOOD SUBSTITUTE FOR CAN 
RUBBERS. 


When about to close a jair of: pro- 
served goods, the housewife very often 
finds herself short of a rubber band, 
or else the last one breaks, A very 
good substitute can be made from 
newspaper. This is better than other 
Paper, because, as plumbers say, “It 
packs better.” They often use it to 
make amail pipe joints air and water- 
tight. Cut several layers of the paper 
the required size, put them on the can 
and screw the lid down as tightly as 
possible. If preferred, rings of soft 
leather, cut from the tops of old shoes, 
may be used, but they are not as sat- 
isfactory as those made from newspa- 
pers.

Philip Gibbs, -writing fronr the Bri- 
his press camp under date of July 
15, for the London Daily Chronicle. 
thus describes the part played by Bri-

The commonest injuries produced in 
War ore gunshot wounds, Until fifty 
years ago a soldier's musket carricd 
only about 835 fect, and this degree of 
efficiency bad not been exceeded for 
more than 200 years—namely, from 
1640 to 1859. In other words, the wars 
of Lonis XIV.. tho struggles of the 
French revolytion, the  Napoleonle 
wars, the Crimean war and our war of 
1812 were all fought with firearms 
which had no effect ot a distance 
greater than 835 feet. In 1857, how- 
ever, the smoothbore gun barrel was 
Teplaced by tho rifled barre}, and this 
change caused an immediate increase 
io the carrying distance to 2,000 fret. 
At tho time this result seemed to the 
whole world nothing short of a miracle, 
but as carly as 1866 a French officer, 
"Chassepot by name, invented’ a rife 
having a caliber of 15° millimeters, 
which carried 4,000 feet. ‘Tex years be- 
fore this accomplishment would have 
seemed quite impossible.

Bir Joka Anderson ‘Has Held Many 
Proconsulships. 

Sir John Anderson, G,C.M.G,, xe: 
B., bas recently been appointed to be 
Governor apd Commander-in-Chicf 
of tHe Island of Ceylon and its de- 
pendencies. 

Sir Jobn Andersom who {s already 
well known at a Colonial administre- 
tor, is a Scotsman’ by, .dirth. ' He 
was born in Gaftly, in Aberdeenshire, 
in 1858, and ‘is the eldest son of Mr. 
John Anderson, Superintendent of ! 
the Gordon Mission in Aberdecn. He 
was educated at Aberdeen Univorsity, 
and passed from thero with a firat- 
class degree In mathematics, and the 
gold medal for thé most distinguish. 
od graduate of his'year. He: was'ap- 
polnted to the Colonial Office in 
: 1879, and-beld the Bacon Scholar- 
i ship at Gray's Inn fn 1887, and an 
Tons of Court Scholarship . ‘the /fol- 
lowing year. As private secretary to 
tho late Sir R. Meade, hoe was attach- 
ed to the staff employed on the Beh- 
ring Sea arbitration, and by 1897 
had risen to be principal clerk at the | 
Colonial Office. Ho was secretary to 
the Conference of Colonial Premiers 
in 1897 and 1902, and accompanied 
the Prince of Wales on his Colonial 
tour fn the latter year. From 1904 
to 1911 he was Govornor of ‘the 
Straits Settlements and High Com- 
missioner to the Federated Malay 
States, and from 1906 ta) 1911 High 
Commisisouer to the State of Brunel. 
Sir John was made a C.M.G. in 1893, 
K.C.M,G. in 1901, G.C.M.G: in 1909, 
and K.C.B. in.1913. He has been 
Permanent Under Secretary of Stato 
for the Colonies since 1911. 

The appointment of so strong and 
Prominent a> man to the Governor- 
sbip of the ‘isle of-tea and “Spicy 
breezes," ‘shows that’ tho British 
Government is not inclined to take 
any chances of being caught un- 
awares, by any secret machinations 
of the’encmy in any’of the remote 
corners of.the Empire.

Indies seems in great part, but an 
accessary to tho command of tho

In the British shipbuilding yards, 
when the present orders are complet- 
ed, well over 1,000,000 tons of ship- 
ping will have been turned out dur- 
ing the war. A sbip which used to 
take eighteen months is now execut- 
ed in twelve, although extravagant 
acceleration rates have been abolish- 
ed, {n one yard, which has never 
yot failed to keep tho appointed day i 
for delivery, the rate of work in the 
last twelve months has been ono de- 
stroyer,every seven weeks. Three 
Geroplanes a week are also part of 
its product; and this in spite of the H 
fact that skilled men have been taken 
from the shipyards for the army and ; 
there Is a cry for more men. They H 
are building ships so fast In one yard | 
that only one side. of certain vessels 
éan be finizhed till the ship next to it 
has been launched on account of lack 
of space. Not a yard of ground, not 
-a minute of time, is wasted. The 
heads of these wonderful yards are 
enthusiastic over thefr work and ‘ts 
eMciency. One of these men spent 
£25,000 on an experimental tank fo 
models of ships, while another spent 
£32,000 ona similar experiment. 
The tools and machinery for these 
colossal ‘shipbuilding operations are 
huge.

FIRE BAGS AT SEA, 


The Kind They. Used In the Day of the 
Old Tinder Box. 

. Every whaler. and sealer that satled 
tho seas fp the days of wooden 
carried @ fire bag. This was a tarpav- 
Un bag about a foot Jong and six fnches 
wide lined with waterproof material, 
with interlinings of ollcloth “thick 
Sannel” Into this was paced ib dl 
and tinder box for kindling” fire, and, 
the bag “was then securely fastened 
with double flaps and tied to keep its 
tontents dry. 

It was the special daty of the second 
mato to look after the fire bag and in 
case of shipwreck to attach it at once 
to bis person by means of stout straps 
provided for the. purpose. ‘Thus if offi. 
cers and crew were cast away on somo 
deserted shore in tho desolate arctic 
cirele the means of obtaining a fire to 
wart themselves by and to beat food 
and drink would not be wanting ds 
long as the precious fire bag was safo. 

The steam whalers and sealers of the 
Dresent day still carry n fre bag stow: 
ed In the lifeboat with the bread and 
water, but now {t is of rubber and con- 
tains half a dozen tin boxes of matches, 
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Double Eyed Fish. 

There ts a fish equipped with bifocal 
eyes, one-half: of the lens for seeing 
above the surface of the water and the 
other for submarine use. This char- 
acteristic: also gives the fiah its’ popu- 
lar name—double eyes. 

The fish inbabits the shores of Sort; 

Sometimes they swim with 
the eyes half out of water. Examina. 
tion xbows, that each Jens ts divided 
into two parts by a dark band. The 
half abore the band tn out of: water 
and the other half below the surface. 

Naturalists tell us that the fish's eyea 
became “double* from its practice Jn 
awimining with them’ half submerged. 
Nature made the partof the eye abore 
water adapted for keelng in the alr. 
while the other part remained adapted 
for vision underwater.

It is believed that Ifffantile Par- 
lysis is spread from one child to an- 
other by means of the secretions of 
the nose and mouth by direct trans- 
fer. It is possible also that it is 
spread by flies which have been. in 
contace swith intestinal discharges, It 
may become widespread in country as 
well as in crowded city diatriots, and 
persons who have been in contact with 
care of the disease may harbour the 
contagio& and give it to others with- 
out contracting the disease them- 
selves; that is they are “carriers.”

WHAT TO DO ABOUT IT

The Origin of Pyrograpny. 

About a century ago an artist named 
Cranch was standing one day in front 
of a fire In his home at Axminster. 
Over the Greplace was an oaken man- 
telpiece, and it occurred to Cranch 
that this expanse of wood might be 
{mproved by a little ornamentation.

LONDON, July 23.— Special— A 
terrific battle raged all day yesterday 
along the five-mile front from Poziéres 
to Longueval, the British registering 
further gains. Three separate battles 
were fowght on this small front, accord- 
ing to.news from the battlofield last 
night, forming . a strong operation 
against the German third line. 

At the northern tip of to-day’s battle 
front, north-east of Pozieres, the Brit- 
ish’ operated beyond the foremost forti- 
ftations of the German third system, 
meeting resistance of the strongest 
kind. ° Towards the south, however, 
they made considerable progress, driv- 
ing the Tentons from the eastern and 
north-eastern sections of the hard- 
fought Delville Wood, and gaining in 
then north part of Longueval. Street 
fighting is now proceeding in tho 
village, the operation being = repeti- 
tion of the action which resulted in tho 
capture of Pozicres. 

The bitterest fighting of the day 
took place on a small etrip of 200 yards 
north-east of Pozieres, where the Brit- 
ish sought to strengthen their line by 
the consolidation of a trench in which 


German detachements had held out for| 


weeks. This trench interposes across 
the highroad to Bapaume and stands 
on high ground( giving command of 
the battlefield. It also is on’ tho most 
direct route to the dominating Heights 
of Martinjuich, about two miles away.

Tho 
place was defended by 200 machine 
guns, of which all but 30 were destroy- 
ed or put out of action by the Hritish 
artillery. 
_ A species of fort in the centre of the 
villago was defended by a company of 
Bavarian infantry. Theso troops re- 
xisted for twelve hours, and at the end 
of that time only four men were found 
alive. In a dugout close by a heap of 
sixty bodies remained unburied. Tho 
last defenders of the villago were the 
men of a Bavarian battalion, who wero 
decimated as they crossed tbe 300 
yards between the village and a ceme- 
tery whero they made their last but 
unsuccessful stand. « :

inind and thought of the students, 


it is easy to see how the rural high 
school would have the effect sug- 
gested. 

It cannot be denied that there is 
quite a widespread feeling of dis- 
satisfaction with our school system, 
both east and west in Canada. And 
this feeling is cherished by people 
who have a full appreciation of its 
excellences and are grateful for the 
service that our schools have ren- 
dered during the past half century 

or more of our history as a Domin- 
ion. — It is widely felt that our 
schools might contribute muclr more 
than they do to the unity and de- 
velopment of our national life, and 
there is an insistant call for reform 


and improvement that will produce 
results in this direction.
